nanca pji§8ed at the laat meeting ofth 
city troateea by tba solid vote oi the Tri 
angle is an amendment of ordinance No 
2-10. The fluiflndment reads ae follows 


"And provided farther, that hawker, 


or peddlers of meat, by wholesale Or re 
tail, ahall pay as a license the sum of ilO 
a day or $100 per month for each and 
every wagon used; providsU further 
that thia section aball not apply to ai > 
render, hawker or peddler of any article! 
raised by such vender, hawker or ped 
dler upuu land or premis?3 owned or 
rented by him, except butchers or ped- 
dlers of meat; provided further, that on 
application to tun board of trustees any 
licaofia herein provided for mav be re- 
mitted or reduced ia whole or "ia part i 
any cat*.

and publication."

The words, "other than the manufact-

Tribune, and the following facts are 
quoted from him: 


Th-.* qimou is sovereign in name only. 


IK-r individual will weighs almost as 
naught. Her official acts nro those of 
tho party ill power. 


The "queen's speech," BO called, read 


nt the opening of every parliament, is 
prepared by tho leaders of tho prevail- 
ing party and contains a setting forth 
of tho measures which it ia proposed to 
I»ass. Although tit heart a Tory, yet 
should the Liberals bo snccessfnl sho 
would be obliged to appoint tho cabinet 
proposed ]f that party. She has veto 
power on all bills, 1 believe, yet tho 
would not dare osereiso it. 


Her "gracious approval" is a matter 


of course after the bill has passed the 
two houses. 


Since tho Seventeenth century, when 


parliament repudiated the claims of the 
Stuart, family and established a rival 
claii 
i on the throne, tho choice of 


Bovi-i 
. rests with the house of com- 


mons, 
'i course, unless for special rea- 


Bons,, ti. 
direct line would be chosen; 


but should one sovereign become obnoi- 
lons he or BUO would bo signing tho 
death warrant of their respective house. 
Tho monarch serves as a figurehead—as 
an official representative of the govern- 
ment. 


.None of tho royal family, although 


occupying seats in tho house of lords, 
dare take any part in polities. In re- 
turn for their magnificent salaries they 
lay cornerstones, attend public gather- 
ings and f nruish matter for public gossip. 


The tendency of late years is toward 


tho abolishment of the hereditary house 
of lords. Although such an event may 
not occur very soon, yet it will no doubt 
ba tho final result. The necessary turn- 
ing point toward such an outcome would 
be obstinacy on the part of tho lords 
toward any favorite measure of the com- 
mons. The lords appreciate tho sitna 
tion, amlasft ruloaraobcdk'ut, and their 
approbation is generally only a matter of 
form. If they oppose a measure a sec- 
ond return of it by the commons gener- 
ally lias the desired effect, and somo un 
important amendment will probably bs 
tacked on inorely to preserve their own 
dignity. In this respect their proceed- 
ings aro generally very tame in com- 
parison with tho occasional stormy ses- 
'sions of the lower house. 


There is also another way by which 


tho obstinacy on the part of the lords 
may bo overcome. That is by additions 
to their own ranks. Peers can ba created 
at any timo and without any limit of 
number. Politicalleadcrsareoftengiven 
peerages for eminent services.

A wide difference in tho political* sys- 


tems of the two conn tries is found iu the 
elective system. The duration of a par- 
liament is indefinite, the time of election 
equally so, and other things differ, from 
tho clockwork regularity of tho Ameri- 
can elective system. 


Tho extreme life of a parliament is 


seven years, or it may be dissolved at 
uuy intermediate time by command of 
the sovereign; also, in the case of somo 
new policy, the members may be obligr-d 


! to submit themselves for re-election on 


that issue. Such \vasthe case with the 
Gladstone party on tho Hoincrule ques- 
tion. 


When parliament has been dissolved 


writs are issued to all the constituencies 
for a new 'election. A day for nomina- 
tion is appointed, not pimply for party 
nomination, but each intending candi- 
date's name must bo presented. If there 
is only one then he is declared elected, 
otherwise a poll is ordered for a certain 
day, when ballots are deposited by tho 
qualified electors as in tho states. 


To the person of careful observation 


it will bo apparent that the British voter 
resembles in more wa3~s than one tho 
American voter. While it is truo that 
the Britisher is a freer agent than his 
American cousin, yet he is qnito as 
easily influenced and has an equal faith 
in tho party leaders. 


Elections may occur on any day with- 


in a certain limit, and not simultaneous- 
ly all over the country. 
Likewise a 


man may vote, in as many districts as be 
possesses tho necessary property qualifi- 
cations. There is not a manhood suf- 
frage here, but one of property, so that 
one person may possibly vote for several 
candidates. 
The qualifications aro of 


threo different kinds—a man must pos- 
sess freehold property which brings in a 
clear income of a small amount, or he 
must occupy renfcd premises of tho 
value of fifty dollars yearly, or, third, 
a man must occupy lodgings worth 
$1.25 per week. The two latter require 
the occupation of the same premises for 
ono year previous to election.—& W. 
Foss in Yankee Blade.

These i u;j> 
tiatiouii came to a close yeflteiday, when 
a conEolldation wafietlacted, the old com- 
pany absorbing the new. 


Until a year or so ago the Fresco Uae 


and Elerttie Light company bad a mo- 
nopoly of furoiahioK the city with light. 
Complaints of high charges were fre- 
quoiit, but tbe company apsottod that it 
waaeellioi! the illaminant at aa low a rate 
aa it could, coneiilerinB the high price for 
fuel. It was rnakioe but little more than 
running expenses, *nd in VJBW of this it 
considered ihe complaints unreasonable. 


Then an opposition concern, the Edi- 


eon Electric Light and Power company, 
waa organinad. Nearly all its atock- 
holdera were eoneumers, but while the 
latter were benefited, it ia said that it 
waa at tbe expense of tbe company. The 
old cumpany had to meet the reduction 
in the price for light, and substituted 
tbe water gna for tbe coal gas syetern. 
It reduced the price of ROB from $1 to 
$2,50 and also made a cou-petit ive rate 
for electric light. 


The two companies claimed that this 


rate, a rate which made it impoawble for 
either to make any money. They said that 
stockholders had io put their bands into 
their pockets occasionally to balance 
things.
